"Wo now como to consitler that part of 
tho Sniicrintoiulont'a Report -vvhidi treats 
upon tho Bofti-cling-achool plau as a hieann 
of mooting the educational wantn of tho 
country east of tho Cascailo Ivimge. 
"There are," says tho Report, "102 child- 
ren, of all ages, scattered along tho 
Fraser, from Yalo to Quesnel;tho waggon 
itOad from Lytton to Barkorvillo; tho 
Thompson, south and north branches from 
Cache Oreok to Shuswnp and Clearwater; 
from Duck and Pringlo'a, along the Okan- 
agon Lake down to Osoj'oos; along the 
Nicola Valteyv and., Simukamoon. Of 
.these, 287 are of sehool age, that is from 
"B to 16; and 115 under flte years. Divi- 
ding them into whites and half-cftBtes, 
thoco aro 105 of the former of Hohool ago, 
and (il nudor; of tho latter, there lire 1H2 
of school age, and 5-1 under. Tlie fami- 
lies to which these children belong, with 
tlu3..exception of a fow in Lytton, Lillooet, 
«a^ft.Glinton, are living from two or three 
to twenty miles apart. Tkey are, there- 
fore, so isolated as to render it almost im- 
practicable to get more thnn from six to 
ton together at any one point. It is ob- 
vious that all these children cannot reaoli 
school in the ordinary way, and to meet 
the diffioiilty, a general Boarding School, 
or 'system, of Boarding Schools, is pro- 
posed.""' Having thn& sucoinotly stated 
the case, the Superintendent makes what 
appears to be a careful ostimate of the 
probable expense of supplying tho wants 
of that region upon three distinct plans. 
Tho first plau is that provided by tho Act,

systems. Under this plan it is proposed 
to lay tho country ofTiuto Districts "em- 
bracing an area of from forty to ono 
hundred miles. In each of those a school 
house large enough for tho probable wants 
of .IhO. district, and a teacher's residence 
capable of acooB^odating a few boarders, 
in addition to thode children' wlio might 
attend as day scholars, or hoard witli the 
settlors contiguous to tho school, to bo 
built by the Qovornment. The teacher 
to bo a married man, who, with his wife, 
should take the man&gemont, responsi- 
bility, and expense of the Boarding de- 
partment,' ■a'nder certain restrictions and 
superyision, and look to parents and guar- 
dians for a' fair remuneration. About 
nido of those establishments, located at 
Qhesnblmouth, Soda Greek, Lake La 
Hacho, Olinton, Lillooet, Lytton, Kam- 
loo^js, Nicola Valley and Okanagan, would 
be required to meet the educational wants 
of the Ujppbi' Oonntry; aM these, were all 
the children that ought to be at school 
gathered into them, would havo an atton- 
dance of about thirty each." Tiio third 
is tho central or boarding school plan, 
under which it is proposed tosrect a lav^'o 
central cdacatioual cstablisliment where 
pupils jcaii be lodged and boarded, as well 
as educaied. After carefully going over 
tlie cost of education under each of those 
hoftds, tlie Report says: "It will be seen, 
therefore, that providing tencliers for tho 
interior under the School Act, by giving 
aid to each two or throe families, would 
cost SIO.OOO per annum. By erecting a 
teacher's residence to accommodate fifteen 
or twenty boarders, in conneotiop with 
eaoli school, over and above tho cost of 
building, salaries would be about tho 
sau\o — jrlO,Ono per annum — su])posinK the 
country is to bo fluppliod with teacher?!. 
Wliile, under tho Central School system, 
the teaching would cost but Si, 201) per 
annum, loss than one half of what it 
would be in any other way." Tho Report 
then i)roci'odn tu deal minutely with the 
niannpronicnt of a central ontablishment, 
the probable cost of board, tlie disijosition 
of indigent children, >kc,, and the Super- 
intendent <makes the following stateme^it, 
which j ah the result of personal observa- 
tion, is ontitlisd to dne weight; — ".\ large 
majority of the'fiettlers eastVof the (Ui^- 
ciulcs will avail themselves of tho i>arliest 
opportunity of sending their children to 
a lioarding School establishment, rather 
than to either private or public schools 
in the low^. cquntor. An intelligent 
farmer on the Upper Fraser, with a large 
family, remarked tliat he wished his 
chihlren "to grow u]) and obtain their 
education in the interior." Though well 
able to send thorn bohjw, ho would not 
do so, because thej- might acquire a dis- 
taste for oconpatious he wished them to 
follow^ namely,farming and stock raising. 
Another settler, the father of a half-breed 
family, would BU])port a Boarding School 
in preferencn ^o a Day School, even 
if one coulil bo ostablialied within his 
reac^h. for the reason that his children 
would bo under fayorfthls ..BUSplces for 
learning the manners, Qsagei and ameni- 
ties o£«p;iltivated SQoiet;. '!A'third was of 
opinion that a year at such an 'estahli.sh- 
mojit would bo of more service than two 
years at a common Day School, as tho ]iu- 
])ils would have nothing to do but to at- 
tond to tlieir lessons, bej'ond necessary 
exorcise, which might bo utilized in tho 
institution and lessen the cost of hired helj); 
as of course, irregular attendance and 
want of punctuality would bo unknown. 
" * * Since Confodoration bo- 
canii) an accomiilislied fact no (juofltion 
has arisen ujton which such remarkable 
unanimity exists, in those parts of the 
Province particularly interested, ns upon 
tbis question of I'ioarding Schools. At 
ini.'dtiugs lield in liarkerville, Clinton, 
l,illooft. Lytton, Nicola Valley, Eani- 
loo])R, Hope. Cliilliwlinck and Su- 

niii.i, ljau;;loy, tli-anvillo, and Moody- 
villo, no opposition whatever was nnule 
to thQ<pj«inciple iuTolved," Hero follow 
copies of tho several resolutions pus.s- 
cd at the abovenamed jdaces, all om- 
])liatically t)lulor.^ing tlin lioarding School 
])lan. it cannot ho denied tluit tho Su- 
porintondcnt has made out a sti'ong case 
in favor of the central system as pr(;sent- 
ing the best means of meeting the educa- 
tional 'wan tif ' of the great interior. The 
Report, taken as n whole, bears on the 
face of it traces of careful thought Mid 
painstaking industry; and we cannot 
conclude (ho jnosont remarks without 
acknowledging tlio services of tlie Snper- 
inteudeut. and especially the un])ai(l ser- 
vices of the gentlemen associated with 
him on tho Board of Ednoation. 



Province, less than a score of i^ersons 
AeTincadauffloient interest in the subject of 
"publio'edtioatibn to ho prosonfc at tho lust 
election of Trnsteos held under tho now 
Act. Had tho occasion been, the libera- 
tion of an entrapped houljie-jMt, or an en- 
counter lietween a couple hi the most or- 
dinary ciirs wliioh infest tho streets, it is 
questionable whether a very much larger 
number of porsons would not have been 
drawn together. But, without desiring 
to appear as the apologist of such ax^par- 
oiit apathy anent ono of tho most impor- 
tant subjects that can engross public at- 
tention, wo venture to point ont that it 
would not be altogether fair to accept the 
circumstances referred to as the gauge of 
Victoria's intore.".t in the subject of educa- 
tion. There is an old saying, "What n 
ovurybody's business is nobody's busi- 
ness;" and althoughithi*. "would constitute 
but a poor jusHflbanon for neglect of felt 
duty, yet we doiilVt'hot there were hun- 
dreds of persons in this community on 
Wednesday last} who, while taking eon- 
sidorablo intorost in public education, 
quailed their consciences with tho too 
common retlectiou, "There will ba plenty 
there without mo."' But tho attention of 
tho reader is particularly invited to the 
following considerations: It appears from 
tho admirable Report of tho Superinten- 
dent of Education, that there are in Vic- 
toria twelve douomiuntional or private 
schools. Add to these tho two public 
schools, and wo have fourtoon schools 
maintained in this comniniiity alone. Is 
it <inite fair to rcproscut a coiumuuity of 
four thousand souls .including barbarians, 
Jews and Christians, as so utterly dead 
to its educational intorosts that tho (lov- 
ornmout would be justified "if they wore 
to draw a circlo around it and shut it <nit 
altogether from the privileges of the 
School Act," when it is found that, out of 
tho total of thirty-one schools of all kinds 
existing in the whole Province, this com- 
munity actually maintains fourtoon ? And 
is it not just hero that tbo sei'iot of admit- 
ted apathy in respect to our public schools 
lies V It has been soon that there aro in 
this community fourteen schools, two of 
whioh are in tho popular sense public, 
twelve being private. "Which is likely ip 
absorb tho greatest amount of attention 
and interest, tho two which aro maintain- 
ed out of tho general revenue, or the 
twobo maintained by tho direct contribu 
tions of tho people ? Surely it can sur- 
prise no thinking person if the latter 
should come in for tho lion's share of at- 
tention. And herein lies the germ, so to 
speak, of the evil which our contempor- 
ary is quite right in deprecating. So 
long ns Victoria maintains twelvi! .schools 
to two public ones, tho latter aro rioL very 
likely to receive very much attention or 
ovoko any great degree of interest in the 
public mind. But, let us endeavor to 
look below tho surface of facts and exam- 
ine tho reasons why tlii.'* comniuuity still 
continues to rely chiefly upon private 
schools for tho education of its youth. It 
has been repeatedly stated in those 
columns that, in order to bo just to all, 
free state education must be broad onougli 
and good enough to moot the reasonable 
wants of all. AVhy is it that Victoria 
maintains six private schools to one pub- 
lic free school V Tho answor is 
inevitable: Becauso tho latter are 
neither broad enough nor good 
good enough to fully meet the educational 
ro(piirements of the community. Wo 
would not wish to bo understood as speak- 
ing disparagingly of the two ]niblic 
schools now in existence in this city. On 
the contrary, there is reason to boliovo 
that these schools are, under all tho cir- 
cumstances, most creditably conducted. 
But what we depire to convey is this, that 
Victoria, while she needs more common 
school accommoilation, requires a high 
school, in which tbo more iidvaiiccd f)f 
both sexes may receive a high education. 
Tho present Scliool .\ct, amoiitj.st other 
things, empowers the Hoard of I'^duca- 
tion "To establish a High School wher, 
they may deem it expedient to do soo 
whorein tho classics, mathematics, and 
Education shall ho (aught." Now, we 
respectfully submit tiuit tlK'|tiinc has come 
when. the Board (.■'(;//(/ to ''di^iMii il ex.i)edi- 
ont" to exercise the power ]\oyc. cojifci-rcd 
for tho pnrjiose of establishing a "High 
School" in N'ictoiia. lu a recent article 
wo cudoavorod to [loint out that the Pro- 
vince was losing and that it was made to 
cccupy a false position by a condition of 
things wliicli rendered it luvcssnry for 
the m(U-e advanced of its youth to seek a 
Jiiglier education in other lands. Wo 
now desire to point ont that the public 
school system can never bo a success in 
this community until it is so administer- 
ed as toobviate thonocessity for mai.itaiu- 
ing private schools, or of somling children 
out of the country to receive an education 
denied them in it. In truth, until this is 
(lone, it is questionalile how far tiio com- 
munity can with justice bo called upon to 
cijulrilintt^ its full ([iiota towards nniin- 
taining a stem ill the benclits of which 
it is so slight a paitici|ia(i )r.

Arrival of H. M. S. Tenedos. 

H. M. steam corvette Tenedos, 8 guns, 
1255 tons, 350H.P., Capfc. Edwin Lingarfl 
Bay, arrived yesterday morning from 
England vitt Valparaiso. She left Eng- 
land on tho 4th August, encountered a 
severe gale in the Channel during which 
one of her boats was carried away. At 
Madoria she fell in with H.M.S.Bopulso, 
(ironclad) flagship of Rear Adiniijal Hil-, 
yar, and sailed in company with' that ship 
to the Straits of Magellan. In Procession 
Bay (tho lirst ancliorago in tho Straits) 
tho Tenedos' machinery g.ivo way and she 
was towed through by the BepuLse. OIT 
tho Straits a terrific galo occurred, and 
the ships purt(Hl company and did not 
sight each other again until Valparaiso 
was made by tho Tenedos, where the Ee- 
])nlso lay at au(dior, having arrived about 
throe honru before. Tho ironclad report- 
ed that dnrin;,' the galo tho ship almiist 
imitated tho unfortunate Captain and 
"turned turtle." Much alarm was folt on 
board. Tho fore ynrd was carried away 
and tho ship with dilhculty woathored tho 
gale.

Wild Land Tax- 

Editob BnrriKii Cot.oNisT:- Tho (pies 
tion of imposing a tax on unimproved 
lands has been frequently discussed dur- 
ing tho past ten years with tho general 
conclusion that, however desirable to ou- 
courngo tho cultivation of tho soil, a 
special tax would be unjust and invidious. 
Unjust bocause the tunds wore (in most 
caaes) grantod_ to the original jiurphasers 
forwiiat was considered a "fair equivahuit 
(often far more than their present market 
value) and without restricticui as to tho 
way in which tho Juiid should bo used; 
and invidious because such an impost 
would be regarded, not as an ordinary 
tax, but as a fini^ or penalty to constrain 
the, payer to cultivate his own -ptoperty. 
But there is not hing in law of, equity to 
prevent tho laying of any tax on unini- 
proved lands in equal proportion with 
others, and 1 think 1 can show how the 
ilesiroJ cud may bo attained without in- 
jnstico or parliality. 

I suj)pi)s<! it will be eimceded that the 
whole of that portivn of the present road 
tax collected from ri'sidenls in agricul- 
tnral districts, whether iiaidby tho farm- 
ers thoiuHolvcs or their laborers or me- 
chanics, conies ultinmtcly from the ])nck- 
cts of the emjiloyers, anil is thus an in- 
dircict hix on im])rovenient. It will also 
bo allowed that the resilient or ini[)roving 
Ikudowner derives tho chief benefit from 
all local public works. And further it 
will not 1)0 di'uied that the present Bojul 
Tax. Act never lias been, imr is over likely 
to be, fairly and enicieiilly I'ari-ied nut. 

My plan, then, is simply to sulistitnto 
fortius existing I'oad tax one of say 83 on 
every holding of ten acres or leas, with an 
addition of cents for every acre ovoi- ten. 
By this alteration a larger sum v onld bo 
raised than under tho present system, 
whilst oHipliiyors of labcu- would pay less. 

Such a tax W(Uild have the additional 
a^lvaiitagf of bejng more easily, and con- 
sequently more eheai)ly. collectod than 
tho present road tax. 

If tho proceeds of this tax were judi- 
ciously expendc(^.in the improvement of 
local roads farmers would have no reason 
to com plain ; as besides the advantage of 
better roads much of the mon(!y. would 
find its way back to their pockets. 

I Iroiibh' you with tho suggestion in I 
sooitisin contemplation to oxtinid tho 
present faulty road tax to tho Mainland 
and to revive the question of taxing wild 
lands. ^- GiiiEB.
